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T “H E Leagued St, Werorirw as formerly our Advocat in 
^ celebrating the Travels and hardy Adventures of Phi* 
Iofophstfs, to acquire knowledge, and in commemorating the 
refpedful Addreffes and Veneration, which great and wife 
men cffei’d to Philolophers.' This he performs with mod af» 
feCtionat ardor 5 and thefe RefpeCh are agreeable to the Di¬ 
ctates of Right Rea fori* of Good-Nature* and of the Good 
Manners of the Givi] Gentiles. Alfo our famous Cowley came 
clofeto cur Concernments, both in his Poetical iafpirations, 
and in his fober Prole. He vindicates the excellency and di- 
dributes the main parts of Experimental Philofophy. And 
thus far we have obtain’d, ia ourfoefence, Authentique zeal, 
well grounded Raptures, Ancient and Modern Suffrage 5 on 
both lides accomplilh’t with the politcft Learning and founded 
Judgments. 

Now, for a Caution, to prevent an unhappy Obftruotion, 
that it may not interrupt the Generous in their pourfuit of Re¬ 
viving and Promoting the Ingenuous Arts,I fhall here enquire 
a little the Caule of their Decay in degenerating Ages, And 
the Pvoman Satyriji> whofe ftyle was too often polluted by the 
profligate Luxury of his days, hath yet referv’d, for our ce* 
callous, aclcao, elegant and brief Declamation, (perhaps one 
of the bed Remains of Antiquity,) fince pertinent and argute 
Declamations had a great name in the Schools of Rome and of 
old Greece.

By coraparing-this collapfed ftateof the noble'ft Sciences, we 
may feethe peculiar happinefs of this prefent Age, in which 
there are ioiall partsof the Learned World fo many excellent 
perfons of Luftre and Honour, of eminent Authority, great 
Power, and ample Fortunes, who do generoufly contribute 
the influence of their Countenance, many their own Perlonal 
Affiftance, and fome their Treafures,:o recover and adorn the 
AntientArts, andtofupply Extraordinary Aids and Accom¬ 
modations* 

And this Glory is principally to be aferibed to our Mott Gra¬ 
cious King, the Founder of the Royal Society^ whole propitious 
Patronage doth cherifh fo many learned Votaries and curious 
Artificers in all his Kingdoms, and as far as his Dominions do 
extend 5 and whofc great Example doth iavite and encourage 
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Co many forrein Virtuoji of great fame and folid worth, to af¬ 
ford confiderable Affiftance towards the Propagation of Phi- 
lofophical Arts,and the Advancement of koowledg* Of which 
many pregnant Inftancesand maoifeft Matters of Fatft do bear 
evidence, as they are with faithfuinefs, but without artifice or 
elaboramefi, regiftred in thefe uo-polifh*t Volumes. 

A Difiovery of two New Planets about Saturn, made in the Royal 
Parijian Objervatory by Signor Caliini, Fellow of both the Royal 
Society t , ^England and France} Englijhtt out of French .

A Bout the end of Ottober 1671. Saturn pafs’d clofe by ’Four 
fmallFix't Stars, vifible only by a Telefcope, within the 
finus of the Water of Aquarius, which Rheita once took for 
NewSatellits of Jupiter, calliog them Vrban-o&avians : but 
which Hevelius (who called them Vladiflavians) fhew’d to be 
fome of the common FixkStars, that may every day be feen 
by a Telefcope any where in the Heavens. 

This Paflage of Saturn gave us occafion todifcoverin the 
fame place, within the fpace of 10 minttts, by a Telefcope of 
17 feet, made by Campani, Eleven other fmaller Stars, one of 
which, by its particular matioD,Chew'd it felf to be a true Tla » 
net : which we found by comparing it not only to Saturn and 
his Ordinary Satellit, difcovered 1655 by Mr.Hugens, butalfo 
t j other Fix’t Stars, and particularly to three, marked a,b,d t 
See Tat, in the Firft Table, where, to avoid a \oog explication of our 
i.ftf.n. fi r ft Obfervations, we have defcribcd the way of Saturn, and 
that of the New Planet, alwayes marked c, beginning from 
OSfober 25. unto Novetnb. 6 . We have added to it the Ordi» 
nary Satellit, without any particular mark, becaufe he iseafie 
to be known,being io thefe obfervations always next to Saturn. 
The diftaoces are reprefeoted in their juft proportions $ but to
